Simultaneous  Temper arue  Meetings. 

Of  the  increasing  hold  of  the  cause  on  public 
sentiment,  the  simultaneous  meetings  in  the  month 
of  February  may  at  once  serve  as  a  proof  and  as  an 
illustration.  Twenty-one  meetings  were  called  at 
the  same  hour,  on  the  same  evening,  in  din<?rent 
parts  of  the  city.  So  general  a  movement  was  an 
untried  experiment,  and  apprehensions  were  enter¬ 
tained  for  the  result.  But  what  the  enterprise  has 
lost  in  novelty,  it  has  gained  in  principle.  No  ex¬ 
traordinary  exertions  were  made  to  invest  the  meet¬ 
ings  with  interest,  yet  all  were  well  attended,  and 
some  were  crowdea  with  eager  and  att^entive  audi- 
tors.  So  many  simultaneously  assembled  for  the 
same  noble  object,  was  a  spectacle  never  before 
witnessed  in  this  city.  The  returns  showed  that 
about  iAirieen  hundreil  names  were  obtained  to  the 
abstinence  pledge  that  night ;  and  a  work  like  this 
requires  neither  eulogy  nor  comment.

Upon  a  cursory  review  of  the  operations  of  the 
past  year,  ihi*  fir.«<t  sentiment  which  impresses  itself 
uptm  the  mind  of  the  E.xecutive  Committee,  is  that 
of  devout  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  for  the  in¬ 
creased  Providential  facilities  of  conducting  the  en¬ 
terprise  in  which  they  are  engaged  to  successful  re¬ 
sults.  There  probably  has  never  been  a  period 
since  the  commencement  of  the  Temperance  refor¬ 
mation,  in  which  so  much  could  be  achieved  by  the 
same  amount  of  exertion.  Various  causes  might 
be  specified  as  contributing  to  the  unusual  prosper¬ 
ity  of  the  enterprise  ;  but  on  these  we  cannot  here 
dwell.  The  records  of  every  month  show  that  it 
has  steadily  been  gaining  strength  and  extension  ; 
and  it  now  may  ^  confidently  alHriiied  that  it  unites 
more  hearts  in  its  favor,  than  any  other  object  of 
Christian  or  of  philanthropic  effort. 

But  many  hindrances  to  the  advance  of  the  cause 
still  exist ;  and  among  these,  the  License  hates,  as 
hitherto,  may  be  regarded  as  the  most  formidable. 

Legislative  Action. 

With  the  view  to  such  a  modification  of  the  law's

We  are  so  familiar  with  the  privilege  of  retiring 
for  secret  devotion  or  of  meeting  together  for  soci¬ 
al  prayer,  that  it  is  difficult  for  us  to  conceive  what 
must  have  been  the  emotions  of  the  first  Christian 
who  was  permitted  to  speak  to  God,  with  the  ex¬ 


grace  of  our  Lord.^esii8  Christ — with  piety,  truth, 
and  righteousness,  going  to  the  individuals  of  the 
human  family,  and  publishing  to  them  the  gospel. 

To  do  this  many  thousands  are  immediately 
needed.  Who  will  go  for  us  ?  Of  the  hundred 
thousand  pious  young  men  in  our  American 
churches,  nearly  all  say,  “  I  pray  thee  have  me 
excused.”  Many,  perhaps,  have  not  even  been 
told,  that  they  are  under  any  obligation  to  publish 
the  gospel.  Many  w'ho  have  panted  hard  after  an 
opportunity  of  laboring  in  the  vineyard,  and  seeing 
no  way  opened,  are  discouraged,  and  turn  away  to 
w'orldly  occupations.  Many  of  good  native  talent, 
and  ardent  piety,  have  not  the  means  of  obtaining 
the  education  to  qualify  them  for  usefulness,  and 
they  are  unwilling  to  incur  debt. 

At  the  Mission  Institute,  near  Quincy,  Illinois, 
are  collected  almost  a  hundred  youth,  male  and 
female,  who  intend,  as  soon  as  qualified,  to  go  to  the 
heathen  and  carry  the  hieesed  These 

youth  support  themselves,  as  to  food  and  raiment, 
which  they  can  easily  do,  without  detriment  to  their 
studies,  and  they  are  not  charged  any  thing  for 
their  tuition  and  use  of  books.  Each  students 
allowed  a  garden  free  of  rent,  the  avails  of  which 
he  may  appropriate  to  his  own  support. 

To  superintend  this  Institution  in  all  depart¬ 
ments,  five  educated  and  experienced  teachers  are 
i  in  a  way  very  plain  and 
incur  no  unnecessary  ex- 
,  not  being  allowed  to 


familiar  addressi^s,  as  to  make  it  clearly  understood. 

.  Children  should  be  most  sedulously  guarded 
against  all  approaches  of  intemperance,  because  it  is 
ail  odious  and  ruinous  vice  in  itself,  and  the  grand 
instigator  and  ally  of  most  other  vices.  The  idea 
is  now'  very  generally  repudiated  which  would 
withhold  from  children  the  benefits  of  the  pledge, 
and  thus  expose  thein  unprotected  to  the  thousand 
temptations  w'hich  this  most  insidious  vice  presents. 
It  is  gratifying  to  witness  the  sponteniety  of  interest 
now  manifested  by  the  parents  and  religious  in¬ 
structors  of  youth  on  this  gubject.  In  most  of  the 
Sabbath  Schools  in  this  city,  it  has  been  repeatedly 
presented ;  in  many,  societies  have  been  formetl  to 
perpetuate  an  interest  in  the  object,  and  many  names 
during  the  year  have  been  added  to  the  pledge. 
Circular  to  Clergymen. 

To  the  Rev.  clergy  of  all  denominations  in  the 
city,  the  committee  addressed  a  circular,  respectfully 
requesting  each  to  prepare  an  original  discourse 
on  the  subject  of  temperance,  to  be  preached  in  their 
own  pulpits,  and  at  such  other  places  as  opportu¬ 
nity  might  afford  and  their  ow'n  discretion  approve. 
Many  most  cordially  responded  to  this  appeal ;  and 
the  committee  are  gratified  to  state  generally,  that 
from  this  highly  respected  class  has  proceeded  an 
influence  more  direct  and  decided  in  bi'half  of  the 
object,  than  in  any  former  year. 

Pure  Milk. 

The  supply  of  the  city  with  pure  milk,  so  im¬ 
portant  to  the  health  of  children,  and  incidentally 
in  it  s  relations  to  the  subject  of  temperance,  is  stead¬ 
ily  increasing,  but  space  will  not  here  permit  its 
farther  notice. 

Irish  Temperance  Movements. 

As  emigrants  form  a  considerable  proportion  of 
our  city  poptilation,  no  temperance  statistics  w’ould 
be  complete,  w'hich  failed  to  notice  the  progress  of 
the  cause  amongst  them.  The  Irish,  as  is  well 
know’n,  are  the  most  numerous  of  this  class,  and 
amongst  them  as  a  body  until  recently,  there  w'as 
no  effectual  lodgment  of  temperance  principles. — 
But  now  they  are  manfully  in  the  field,  rebuking 
our  supineness  by  their  superior  activity  and  suc¬ 
cess.  It  is  estimated  that  about  ten  thousand  per¬ 
sons  have  subscribed  the  pledge  within  the  year, 
and  that  the  present  accessions  amount  to  about  five 
hundred  per  week.  This  is  a  triumph  of  philan¬ 
thropy  W'hich  will  do  more  to  improve  their 
character  and  condition,  and  render  them  a  bless¬ 
ing  to  the  country  of  their  adoption,  than  anything 
that  has  before  been  attempted.  Hitherto  the  con¬ 
stant  influx  of  foreigners  to  this  city,  consisting 
chiefly  of  the  refuse  of  European  population,  has 
been  one  of  the  most  formidable  obstructions  to  this 
cause.  But  with  regard  to  Ireland,  the  prospects 
have  brightened.  The  benefits  of  the  mighty  moral 
reformation  effected  by  Father  Mathew,  it  is  not  too 
much  to  expect  will  be  extended  to  this  country,  in 
the  greatly  improved  character  of  future  immigra¬ 
tions. 

German  Population. 

The  Germans  form  the  next  most  numerous 
class.  But  spi'akinga  difierent  language,  and  dis¬ 
similar  in  habits  and  feelings  from  the  population 
around  them,  the  pow'er  of  sympathy  is  not  readi¬ 
ly  developed,  and  hence  it  has  been  found  extreme¬ 
ly  difficult  to  interest  them  deeply  in  the  subject  of 
temperance.  In  past  years  several  societies  were 
formed,  and  publications  in  their  own  language 
gratuitously  distributed,  being  the  only  means  the 
of  caUing-  their  aqnntiuu 
comparatively  ineffective.

Narrative  of  the  state  of  religion  within  the  hounds  of  the 

Presbyterian  and  Congregational  Convention  of  Wiskon- 

san. 

In  reviow'ing  the  state  of  religion  within  our 
bounds  during  the  past  year,  the  Convention  feel 
called  upon  fortiMflQost  devout  gratitudeand  thanks¬ 
giving  to  God  for  his  iinwont^  mercies  bestowed 
upon  us.  Never,  w'e  believe,  has  a  new  Territory 
been  more  signally  watered  with  the  dews  of  heav¬ 
en,  or  been  made  to  partake  more  abundantly  of 
the  blessings  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church. 

During  the  year  eleven  new  churches  have  been 
formed ;  and  all  the  ministers  and  churches  have 
been  happily  united  in  one  ecclesiastical  body,  and 
are  laboring  harmoniously  for  the  extension  of  the 
Redeemer’s  kingdom. 

Public  w'orship  is  well  attended  in  all  these 
churches,  and,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  with 
increasing  numbers  and  interest. 

The  Sabbath  is  generally  well  observed ;  though 
we  have  reason  to  fear  that  the  tone  of  feeling  is 
not  sufficiently  elevated  in  the  Church,  to  make  a 
deep  impression  on  the  world.  The  Convention 
would  deprecate  all  traveling  on  the  Sabbath,  ex¬ 
cept  for  purposes  of  worship  or  mercy;  all  chang¬ 
ing  of  mails  or  frequenting  the  post-office,  all  social 
visiting,  and  literary  or  secular  reading  on  that 
holy  day. 

Family  prayer  is  generally  observed  by  heads 
of  families,  and  is  evidently  connected  intimately 
with  the  religious  prosperity  of  households.  And 
the  importance  of  early  religious  instruction  is 
clearly  illustrated  by  the  following  fact.  A  dona¬ 
tion  party  was  assembled  at  the  house  of  the  pastor 
of  one  of  our  small  country  churches,  composed  of 
sixteen  heads  of  families,  gathered  from  different 
parts  of  the  country  and  Europe ;  all  of  whom 
were  professors  of  religion.  Upon  inquiry,  it  was 
found  that  all  their  parents,  except  one,  were  pro¬ 
fessors  of  religion.  Ninety-two  of  their  brothers 
and  sisters  are  members  of  the  Church  militant  or 
triumphant,  and  nearly  all  their  children,  of  age  to 
discern  good  from  evil,  had  recently  been  converted. 

Sabbath  schools  are  held  in  all  the  churches  and 
many  other  settlements  during  a  part  or  all  of  the 
year.  Several  Bible  classes  are  also  in  successful 
operation. 

The  monthly  concert  of  prayer  is  attended  in 
nearly  all  the  churches,  and  collections  are  gener- 
ally"takeii  up.  But  the  interest  felt  in  the  salvation 
of  the  world,  is  far  less  than  ought  to  be  felt. 

lietie.volenl  societies.  But  little  has  been  done 
to  aid,  by  pecuniary  efforts,  the  cause  of  benevolence 
in  any  form.  The  churches  feel  that  they  are 
themselves  laying  foundations ;  but  we  should  re¬ 
member  that  we  are  to  bear  one  another’s  burdens; 
and,  while  we  receive  the  bounties  of  the  Church, 
we  should  also  give  as  we  have  opportunity. 
Some  part  of  the  Territory  has  been  supplied  with

tiiii.u-.arU  .rt  Milwaukee,  and  a  liberal  subscription 
raised,  to  establish  a  Depository  at  that  place. 
Home  missions  have  receivinl  very  little  aid;  and 
the  Tract  cause  has  been  neglected.

A  quar¬ 
terly  “  Tempi^rance  Journal”  is  published  under 
their  direction  at  Milwaukee.  Nearly  all  our 
churches  embrace  the  total  abstinence  pledge  in 
their  confession  or  covenant.  In  some  places  great 
prosperity  has  attended  this  cause.  In  Southport, 
with  a  population  of  400,  not  a  drunkard  is  to  be 
found.  In  Spring  Prairie,  more  than  half  the  free¬ 
holders  belong  to  the  society.

Would  not  so  humble  a  suppliant  be  o 
looked  amid  the  myriads  of  bright  intelligences  who 
bow  before  the  throne?  Might  he  expect  that  the 
ear  even  of  infinite  mercy  w'ould  stoop  to  listen  to 
praises  so  slow,  when  the  music  of  the  celestial 
choir  is  filling  all  the  heaven  with  harmony? 
Faith  whispers  words  of  encouragement,  and  the 
first  faint  breathings  of  desire  ascend  to  an  unseen 
God,  while  with  trembling  expectation  he  waits 
for  the  answer.  Under  such  circumstances,  could 
the  Christian  utter  unmeaning  and  heartless  words, 
or  go  away  without  waiting  to  hear  what  God 
would  say  in  return  ?  We  feel  this  to  be  impossi¬ 
ble,  and  are  sore  that  prayer  must  then  have 
been  an  intensely  interesting  and  solemn  service, 
in  which  the  soul  dealt  honestly  with  itself  and  with 
its  Maker.  And  why  should  it  not  be  so  now  ?  Is 
it  less  a  privilege  to  speak  to  our  Father  in  heaven, 
because  the  sacrifice  of  Jesus  has  made  the  throne 
of  grace  accessible  at  all  times,  and  to  every  indi¬ 
vidual  of  the  human  family  ? 

The  passage  in  the  Hebrews,  translated,  “  Let 
us  come  boldly  to  the  throne  of  grace,”  is  literally 
“  Let  us  come  speaking  freely."  How  this  sweet 
expression  simplifies  prayer,  without  lowering  at 
all  either  its  character  or  spirit!  It  presents  God 
to  us  as  a  Father,  who  listens  to  the  oft-told  story 
of  the  wants  and  complaints  of  his  child  with  an 
interest  which  love  alone  can  supply.  Surely,  fel- 
low-Christian,  we  have  sufficient  encouragement 
to  speak  freely  in  prayer,  whether  we  look  at  the 
word  or  the  providences  of  God.  Who  ever  call¬ 
ed  upon  him  with  the  whole  heart,  and  was  not  an¬ 
swered  ?  Who  ever  presented  a  petition  in  the 
name  of  Jesus,  and  was  turned  away  unheard  ? 
Blessed  Redeemer,  we  are  thy  witnesses  that  every 
gracious  word,  thou  hast  uttered  in  reference  to 
hearing  prayer,  has  been  a  thousand  times  ful¬ 
filled  in  our  own  experience.  When  we  have  call- 
t“d  upon  thee,  thou  hast  heard  and  answered,  even 
while  we  were  yet  speaking,  and  thy  munificent 
goodness  has  exceeded  the  thoughts  or  wishes  of 
our  hearts.  We  are  ashamed,  when  we  remem¬ 
ber  how  lightly  we  have  esteemed  a  privilege  pur- 


But  even  this  striking  indication  of  increased  in¬ 
terest  in  the  cause  was  destined  to  be  augmented 
by  the  employment  of  instrumentalities  as  unex¬ 
pected,  as  the  results  were  unprecedented  and  won¬ 
derful.  The  Executive  Committee,  learning  that 
in  a  neighboring  city  the  intemperate  were  reform- 
ling  by  hundreds  ana  by  thousands,  chiefly  through 
the  exertions  of  reformed  inebriates,  conceived  the 
project  of  interesting  and  benefiting  a  similar  class 
of  their  unfortunate  fellow-men  in  this  city  by  simi¬ 
lar  agencies.  For  this  purpose,  negociations  were 
made  to  receive  a  deputation  of  five  reformed  drunk¬ 
ards  from  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Avho  consented  to 
visit  this  city  as  temperance  missionaries:  and  ar-

employed.  These  all  live 
frugal,  endeavoring  to 
pense.  These  teachers, 
receive  any  tuition  fees  from  the  students,  have  no 
reliance,  under  God,  for  their  support,  but  the  con¬ 
tributions  of  churches  and  friends  of  Missions. 
We  have  engaged  in  this  enterprise,  relying  sim¬ 
ply  upon  the  promise,  “  trust  in  the  Lord  and  do 
good,  and  verily  thou  shalt  be  fed.”  We  hold  that 
literary  education  to  those  preparing  to  do  good, 
should  be  as  free  as  religious  instruction  in  our 
churches. 

We  feel  it  sweet  thus  to  rely.  But  we  do  not 
know  that  we  are  under  any  more  obligation  to  do 
so  than  others,  or  that  others  are  entitled  to  fare 
sumptuously  while  we  want.  Let  there  be  equality, 
since  we  all  belong  to  one  family.  At  least,  let 
all  have  a  living,  i.e.  food  and  raiment. 

Now,  brethren,  we  repeat,  it  is  sweet  to  rely 
upon  the  Lord’s  promise.  But  is  it  not  equally  so 
to  help  those  who  are  doing  the  Ijord’s  work  ? 
Will  you  pray  for  us  ?  If  each  of  your  members 
gives  fifty  ora  hundred  dollars,  it  will  be  faithfully 
appropriated,  and  its  influence  be  felt  on  the  farthest 
side  of  the  globe  in  eternity. 

We  suppose  that  we  are  doing  the  Lord’s  work, 
in  the  simplest,  cheapest  and  most  efficient  way  pos¬ 
sible. 

We  intend  to  raise  up  a  large  number  of  youth, 
accustomed  to  self-support,  inured  to  hardness,  with 
a  thorough  and  correct  education,  of  deep-toned,  ] 
active,  and  steadfast  piety,  with  chastened,  pure, 
social  affections,  with  burning  zeal,  of  tried  pru¬ 
dence  and  skill,  who  will  not  be  turned  from  their 
purpose  till  the  lights  of  Christianity  shine  on  every 
hill,  in  every  valley,  over  every  hamlet  around  j 
the  whole  globe.

almost  universally,  connived  at  this  gross  outrage 
on  justice  and  reli^on — and  that,  in  some  instances, 
instead  of  exercising  the  highest  censures  of  the 
church,  as  was  their  duty  to  do,  they  have  cast 
the  shield  of  protection  o^^er  the  unrighteous  dealer 
in  slaves.  There  may,  no  doubt,  be  noble  excep¬ 
tions — we  hope  there  are  many,  and  to  such  our 
address  is  not  directed ;  but  the  evidence  is  too 
plain  and  abundant  to  forbid  the  conclusion,  that 
slavery  in  the  United  States  has  found  its  most  se¬ 
cure  refuge  in  the  church ;  and  therefore  do  we

RULES  FOR  ALL  FAMILIES.

It  is  much  better  to  go  from  prayer  to 
business,  than  from  business  to  prayer,  for  if  the 
world  gets  the  start  of  religion  m  the  morning,  it 
is  hard  tor  religion  to  overtake  the  world  all  the 
day  after.  Let  no  trifling  excuse  make  you  forget 
prayer.  It  is  better  to  take  a  little  time  from  sleep 
now,  than  to  have  to  lament  your  neglect  under 
future  punishment. 

3.  After  prayer  to  God,  set  about  your  proper 
business  with  diligence  and  industry.  God  hath 
sent  no  one  into  the  world  to  be  idle,  but  to  labor 
either  with  mind  or  bod' 


The  first  Association  of  Reformed  Drunkards  in 
America,  for  the  promotion  of  Temperance,  was 
formed,  it  is  believed,  in  the  Eleventh  Ward  in  this 
city,  early  in  1839.  It  was  the  result  of  a  sponta¬ 
neous  movement  by  eleven  persons,  who,  having 
established  their  habits  of  sobriety,  united  in  an  or¬ 
ganization  of  which  they  became  the  executive  of¬ 
ficers,  for  the  purpose  of  recovering  others  from 
drunkenness.  The  Society  published  and  exten¬ 
sively  circulated  several  valuable  documents,  set¬ 
ting  forth  its  objects,  to  which  encouraging  respon¬ 
ses  were  received  from  various  parts  of  our  own 
country,  and  even  from  Europe.  It  flourished  for 
some  time,  and  was  full  of  promise ;  but  being  un¬ 
supported  by  the  professed  friends  of  the  cause,  its 
directors,  after  struggling  with  embarrassing  pecu¬ 
niary  difficulties,  at  length  yielded  to  these  discour¬ 
agements. 

Certainty  of  Success. 

It  may  be  said,  while  temperance  men  admit  that 
drunkards  can  be  reformed,  they  have  appeared  to 
doubt  their  own  professions.  But  the  fact  is  now 
too  palpable  too  be  doubted.  The  developments  of

Surely  it  is  only  “  the  deceitfulness  of  sin”  that 
can  account  for  the  toleration  of  slavery  by  a 
church  of  Christ  It  is  a  flagrant  violation  of  the 
laws  of  revelation,  and  the  principles  of  Christian¬ 
ity.  If  it  is  argu^  that  slavery  was  permitted  un¬ 
der  the  legislation  of  Moses,  we  reply  that  it  was 
permitted  in  the  same  'way  that  polygamy  'was 
permitted,  because  of  the  hardness  of  the  hearts  of 
the  people,  but  both  were  manifestly  and  equally 
contrary  to  the  first  principles  of  the  kw  of  Mo¬ 
ses.  Nor  let  it  be  said  that  examples  of  slavery 
were  found  in  the  early  Christian  churches ;  for, 
while  it  is  admitted  that  such  did  exist,  they  were 
ever  contrary  to  Christianity,  aiKl  they  were  tole¬ 
rated  only  until  the  purifying  principles  of  Chris¬ 
tianity  should  operate  to  cast  them  out  of  the  church. 
Who  would  undertake  to  reconcile  slavery  with 
that  one  fundamental  law  of  the  gospel,  “  whatso-

Hackensack,  NJ.  on  Friday  the  %ih  ult. 

The  steamboat  President  arrived  at  Fort  Smith,  Ark. 
on  the  4lh  of  April,  having  on  board  300  Seminoles  from 
Florida,  on  their  way  to  their  new  lands  in  the  Far  West. 

On  Saturday  24th  ult.  while  her  husband  was  absent  at 
Brownsboro’,  near  Louisville,  Ky.  Mrs.  Caleb  Dorsey, 
the  wife  of  one  of  the  wealthiest  farmers  in  the  county, 
eluded  the  vigilance  of  her  attendants,  and  shot  herself 
with  a  rifle,  the  ball  taking  effect  in  her  head,  and  tearing 
in  a  shocking  manner  the  lower  part  of  her  face,  produ¬ 
cing  almost  instant  death.  Her  mind  had  been  unsettled 
for  some  time. 

A  man  by  the  name  of  Harmon  was  dangeronslv  stab¬ 
bed  at  Dinwiddle  Court  House,  Va.  on  the  day  of  the  late 
election.  He  was  alive  when  last  heard  from,  though  it 
is  exceedingly  doubtful  whether  he  can  recover  from  his 
wounds. 

The  law  granting  a  charter  to  a  company  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  lighting  the  city  of  Albany  with  gas,  has  passed 
the  Legislature,  and  taken  effect.  The  company  are  al¬ 
ready  organized,  under  auspices  that  promise  an  early 
realization  of  the  advantages  contemplated  by  the  charter. 

The  tavern  of  Mr.  Gochring,  in  Pittsburg,  together  with 
seven  or  eight  adjoining  wooden  buildings,  were  destroy¬ 
ed  by  fire  on  Monday  evening  the  26th  ult. 

In  Nova  Scotia  they  still  keep  up  the  barbarous  prac¬ 
tice  of  whijming  and  cutting  off  ears  for  pilfering  and  petty 
offences.  Some  benevolent  persons  are  endeavoring  to 
get  these  relics  of  barbarous  ages  blotted  from  the  statute 
book. 

It  is  stated  in  the  National  Intelligencer,  that  so  many 
appointments  of  cadets  for  the  Academy  at  West  Point, 
have  been  made  by  the  late  administration,  as  to  render 
it  certain  there  will  te  no  more  within  this  year,  unless, 
perhaps,  two  youths,  a  grandson  and  another  relative  of 
the  late  President.

It  is  said  that  Mr.  Phipps,  the  first  person  inoculated 
by  Dr.  Jenner,  for  the  cow -pock,  is  still  living,  and  em¬ 
ployed  as  gardener  by  the  Doctor’s  descendants. 

A  check  for  §1700,  drawn  in  the  name  of  S.  J.  Silves¬ 
ter,  upon  the  Phenix  Bank,  alleged  to  be  a  forgery,  was 
presented  at  the  counter  of  the  Bank  on  Saturday,  and 
paid.  It  is  extremely  well  executed,  and  he  thinks  that 
the  signature  was  imitated  by  tracing  it  from  a  genuine 
one.

It  is 
designed  to  be  a  standard  and  permanent  family  book — suit¬ 
able  for  all  ages,  classes,  and  seasons. 

In  preparing  every  article,  it  has  teen  the  wish  of  the 
compiler  to  render  it  a  work  universally  acceptable  to  all  de¬ 
nominations  of  Christians.  The  majority  of  the  originals, 
from  which  these  engravings  have  teen  made,  are  by  the 
old  masters,  works  that  never  can  have  a  collective  exist¬ 
ence.

Truly,  if  there  is 
any  thing  which  young  men  should  avoid,  it  is 
ail  iiidolont,  lazy  life — a  life  of  beastly  and  degra¬ 
ded  inaction.  It  will  eventually  lead  to  poverty  and 
disgrace.

livinnf  with  grace,  with  eloquence,  and  fire — 
6tU  of  mythology  and  dreams  of  deified  men.  The 
Northern  harp  is  Mrong,  daring,  and  majestic. 
Rough  as  the  climate  in  which  it  breathes,  and 
as  the  scMery  on  which  it  reposes. 

The  Rusaian  poets  deserve  the  praise  and  admi¬ 
ration  of  the  American  student,  for  the  freshness 
and  freedom  which  they  maintain.  An  iron  des¬ 
potism  is  upon  them  as  mat,  but  the  elements  of 
natnre  demand  freedom  for  the  imagination. — 
The  strength  of  her  strongholds,  and  most  fearless 
agencies,  and  healthiest  ministrations  is  shed  through 
the  frame-work  of  Russian  verse. 

We  are  all  femiliar  with  that  splendid  “  Ode  to 
God,”  written  by  the  immortal  Derzhavin,  which 
has  not  only  been  translated  into  other  European 
langnagea,  but  into  those  of  Japan,  China,  and 
Tiartary. 

But  the  chief  object  of  these  remarks  is  to  in¬ 
troduce  a  poem  of  Lomonosov’s,  on  the  Aurora 
Borealis. 

These  splmdid  Northern  Lights  are  still  the 
wonder  of  philosophers.  Diflerent  theories  have 
been  formed,  in  explanation  of  these  grand  pheno¬ 
mena,  none  of  which  aflbrd  complete  satis&ction. 
Kostrov  considers  the  polar  lights  as  the  electricity 
of  the  earth  rising  periodically  to  the  poles.  But 
whatever  may  be  the  true  explanation,  the  poet, 
and  especially  the  Russian  poet,  on  whose  eyes 
they  pour  their  varied  and  beautiful  forms,  and 
whose  ears  they  salute  with  their  own  wild  voice 
of  aong,  has  a  peculiar  right  to  avail  himself  of 
their  aid,  in  elevating  the  soul  to  serious  and  sub¬ 
lime  contemplation. 

The  following  version  we  take  from  “  Speci¬ 
mens  of  Russian  Poets,”  translated  by  John  Bow¬ 
ring,  who  has  entered  into  his  theme,  and  perform¬ 
ed  his  labors,  not  only  with  the  enthusiasm  of  kin¬ 
dred  genius,  but  with  great  judgment  and  discrim¬ 
ination. 

Lomonozov  is  the  father  of  Russian  poetry. 
At  one  leap  he  bore  the  harp  of  Russia  from 
the  atmosphere  of  barbarism,  into  a  sublime  and 
He  was  the  son  of  a  sailor.
